A Japanese 
will not admire a man because of 
his wealth as many Ancrican citi- 
zens do here. 

The houses in Japan are limited 
to one story and are constructed of 
bamboo instead of brick. Miss 
I in lira also spoke .about the Japan- 
ese people as u class and their fight 
towards education and civilization. 

Japan Is the most progressive of 

Asiatic countries. The Japanese 
•ood schools, railway and tele- 
graph service. They send yOUOg 
men away to Other lands to study. 
They arc an industrious and law- 
abiding people.

'Through a conimiinical ion from 
Prof. 'Theodore I'cet, to Principal 

Cmriei, it is learned that an old 

lime teacher has passed awXy. 

Miss Josephine L Ensign, for 

twenty-eight years a teacher of 

little girls at Fanwood, died on Ihe 
Sd of January, 1913, at Sheffield, 
Mass., where She had resided since 
severing hei connection with the 
Institution in I S*. t;j . Death was the 
result ol being stiuck by a trolley 
car, on the day following Christ mas 
Miss Ensign was a sister of the 
wife ol Edmund Peet, and began 
her work al Fanwood in the year 
18C5, under the Pi incipalship of 
Dr. Harvey Prindle Peel. She was 
one of the Old school, who looked 
upon the pupils ot her class as a 
mother would regard her children, 
with affection, interest and solici- 
tude In the primary grades ol 
education she had invariable suc- 
cess. In teaching penmanship she 
had no peer, her handwriting being 
equal in beauty with the copy lines 

Ol the Speneerian system. 

Miss Ensign was the embodiment 

of high bred gentility, with the 
distinguishing characteristic of 
kindness of heart. Before coming 

to Fanwood she had been a teacher 
of bearing children, but developed 
a case of progressive deafness, 

which made her work with deaf 

children more congenial and effeo 
tive. Although never entirely 

deaf, she was very " hard of hi 
ing" when she retired to pass the 
remainder of her days in rest and 
pea. 

She is buried in the Sheffield 
Cemetery, not far from the me- 
morial elected to 1-'. A. I'. l'.arnard , 
President of Columbia University.

In the year 50 B.C. he set sail 

with several thousand soldiers ami 
conquered Britain, He then chang- 
ed the form of government, estab 
lished churches, etc. lint a man 
mOM powerful than C.-e-iai arose and 

conquered England from the Ho 

mans 

London, the capital of the British 

Isles, with its great trade has grown 
to be the largest city in the world 
and one of the chief seaports of this 
globe. 

Another interesting sleicopticon 

exhibited was a number of 

friars who existed when the first 
monastery was bnill by Augustine 
About three liundr. ago a 



fierce conflagration raged in London, 
which demolished 1-100 houses along 
four hundred streets. 

The interior of St. Paul's Cathe- 
dral is very magnilicent and con- 
tains the tombs of a number of not- 
ed English citizens 

We see the Lord Mayor's hand- 
somely furnished coach in front to 
the English Mansion House. Op- 
posite this Mansion House is the 
Hank of England. They never 
count the coins in this bank but 
shovel them out bv weight. 

The various bridges in London 
all have very fine enbankmenls 

The Westminster bridge is very 
long and is handsomely decorated 
with busts of noted men, etc. 

A view of the looms of the House 
Of 'Lords was later thrown on the 
screen. 

Parliament consists of two bodies, 
the House of Commons and the 
House of Lords. 

The mem bees of the former are 
elected by the people and those of 
the latter are nobles and bishops 

Westminister Abbey, one of the 
finest structures in Hie world, was 
erected several centuries ago. 
Edward the Confessor had just com- 
pleted and consecrated this great 
building when he was called to 
heaven. 'This abbey contains st.a- 
tuary of soldiers, statesmen and 
literary immortals, among them the 
bust of our well known poet Henry 
Wads worth Longfellow. Many of 

the kings and queens of the United 
Kingdom .are entombed in this 
building. 

'The lecturer staled that the City 
Hall in London is very handsomely 
furnished and cost millions of dol- 
lars 

A view of the Coronation Chair 
with its historic stone was thrown 
on the screen. 'Tradition declares 
that Jacob rested his head on this 

same stone. 

The Tower of London is another 
noted structure in London. This is 
an ancient prison where Sir Walter 

Raleigh, before he was beheaded, 
was locked up by the king. Buck- 
ingham Palace, the home of the 
king and queen, is a very large and 
beautiful building. 

in Trafalgar Square, Is a great 

monument to Ihe famous English 

Admiral, Nelson. 

We see an excellent photograph 
of Lady Jane Grey as she is about 
to be executed. She is blindfolded 
and is facing death al Ihe order of 
Queen Mary. 

London is tho largest city in the 
world, topping New York City and 
as a commercial and maritime 
pou. 

Mi. Thomason acted as Inter- 
preter for the lecture. At the con- 
clusion of his very interesting pre 
sen tat Ion, Mr. Ackroyd received a 
vigorous round of applause.

'The pastor look his text from 
Mark 9:26 which relates to the re- 
buking of the foul spirit, charging 
it to conic out from Ihe deaf-mule. 
He then discussed at some length 
Hie care of Ihe deaf and dumb in 
this Stale, pointing out thesuperior 
advantages of such car. that 

which could be given in the home, 
lie denied that children lose their 
independence in these schools. 

He said in part : "Children do 
not lose their self-reliance or in- 
dependence, neither are they help 
less when they go out into the 
world, and no one would say BOOM. 
! if they knew foi » moment 
the smallest detail concerning that 
of which they a iking. It 



people speak that which they do not 
know they are guilty of folly If 
they speak that which they know 
not. to be true they are in a class by 
themselves. 

" The teaching of the deaf-mute 
is no longer an experiment For 
two hundred yeais philanthropic 
spirits have been giving their best 
thought and efforts to the solution 
of the problem. Why should 
Schenectady attempt a new e.xperi 

meat? Unless the oity Is ready to 

establish a fully-equipped and man- 
Bed deaf-mute school on the plan SO 
successfully and satisfactory ear- 
ned out in the 1 17 schools in the 
country, it, will do a great injury lo 
the childien in question and in the 
end very largely increase the ex 

penae of oaring for our few deaf- 
mute children."

Really ? Well, let ushave a single 
argument that would tend to show 
where Pure Oralism can, in any 
manner, shape or form, spur us on 
to greater efforts. For my part I <K> 
not know. It has been said tpat 
every subject has two sides, but from 
the fuss that is being made over this 
one, one might be pardoned for im- 
aging that it had forty or as many 
as the number of schools that How 
ard has visited. At any rate there 
does not seem to be much difficulty 
experienced in landing right into the 
middle of the subject at one bound. 
I have been through the mill of one 
of the foremost Oralistic Schools and 
concede nothing of the sort Howard 
Is so ready to fall for. Take my 
word for it, gentle reader, it is my 
experience, in common with others, 
that Pure Oralism is a delusion and 
a snare. An accursed blot on the 
escutcheon of civilization. Is Mr 
Booth sincere? Is Mr. Cronter sin 
cere? As a matter of fact, is any 
oralist sincere ? I know they kno 
they are not ! Let them deny this 
if they can. Howard is aware o 
this, and I cannot image what ha 
induced him to say otherwise units 
be has an axe to grind. Oralists 
have waxed rich on the proceeds of 
their game and investment concerns 
appreciate that more flies are caught 
with boney than vine; 

Does it not seem strange, almost 
shameful, in the light of these state- 
ments, that the true friends of the 
deaf should be called upon to refute 
the almost vulgarly frequent claim 
that the Combin- 11 is bitter 

against and mistrusts any good sys 
tern for advancing the cause of the 
deaf? 

Must I say again the Combined 
System stands read v to embrace all 
that is good, uplifting and progres- 
sive ? May I ask if oralism stands 
in the same position ' 

The deaf have come to recognize 
two contending elements in methods 
for teaching the deaf, the one ;,ro 
gressive, the other temporizing, 
timid, and selfish, and most persons 
appreciate equally well that the latter 
class must eventually go to the wall. 

In truth and in fact these two sys- 
tems are incompatible with each 
other, and there can be no com- 
promising between them. Any sug- 
gestion for peace is the craven's 
peace, and I want none of it. 

The Combined System is entering 
upon an era more brilliant than any 
in its past history, an era dominated 
by the highest ideals, and one which 
shall reward its advocates who 
have so lonp; been obliged to face op- 
position and doubt. The deaf need 
not be reminded that the great body 
of Oralists will be slow to recognize 
the reality of the new era, and that 
many of them will never do so. 
•ory would not be true to its pre- 
•s without such nn i; 
the progress of any movement. 
With the confidence found' 
clear and certain knowledge, the 
Combined System plants its foot on 
the platform, and claims its place 
among tbe exact sciences.

Episcopal Church. 

A caveat has been filed by the 
son to prevent the ptolmting of the 
will. He alleges that by reason 
of his mothers misfortune and the 

fact thai she possessed little edu- 
cation, she did not fully realize 
the contents of Ihe will wben she 
signed it. Under the intestate laws 
if the son can prevent the probating 
of ihe will he will receive Ihe prin- 
cipal of the entire estate.

The Boston Sunday Olobe of the 
5th contained a long pea sketch 
and cut of our respected friend, 
George A. Holmes, who seems lo he 
getting younger with age. The 
following is part of what it says. 
Fifty-seven years of active service 
in the Registrie of Deeds lor Suffolk 
County is the record of George A. 
Holmes, who still pursues his daily 
duties and shows little sign of ad 
vancing age. When he entered the 
office iu 1885, at the age of 18, 
Franklin Pierce was President, and 
Mr. Holmes has seen the United 
Stales advance from a subordinate 
position to the foremost place in 
the councils of the world. The 
Registrars, under whom Mr. Holmes 
Served were Homy Allino, James 
Rice, Andrew Caznean, Daniel S 
Gilchrist, Thomas F. Temple, and 
ihe present Incumbent, William T. 
A. Fitzgerald, Mr. Holmes was horn 
in the North Eud and waa bereft of 
speech aud hearing. At the age of 
of eight, he was sent to the Ameri- 
can School for the Deaf al Hartford, 
where he received an education that 
admirably fitted him for bis future 
life's work. When he was employ- 
ed a copyist in the old Register of 
Deeds Building, in Court Square, 
there was no woman employed in 
that line of work, but the present 
force includes about forty women 
copyists. In his associations of 
half a century, Mr. Holmes bad an 
acquaintance with many of Hie dis- 
tinguished lawyers of the old days, 
most of whom gave much time to 
conveyancing, which then was an 
Important branch of the profession. 
It has fallen to the lot of Mr. 
Holmes to see a complete revolution 
in the conduct and business of the 
Register of Deeds, aud less than 
1000 volumes, which the registry 
contained when he began his work, 
has increased to nearly 4000, the 
number added this yeai being 
about 80. Mr. Holmes has been 
twice mariied and two of his cl il 
dren are still living.
